And whereas the f-aid ofliee of Wafer \Vorks Com- 
missioner- lias recently been separated from the s.iid 
other oliices, and it is desirable that a iierson other 
than tlio said City Surveyor and Waterworks Engineer 
should bo appoint<»l thereto;

SacrocL Stoaea and tiio Origin of tho i 
Red l£aa. I 

Editor C'oloxi.'ST: - I am about to 
publisli in England a .small work on 
tiie Ladreries, jMaladi-eries and Le- 
proseries of Europe, together Avith tho 
statutes of tho world-known "Domus 
Dei" of Siena. 

A very important rjuestion has 
arisen as to the orighi of the 19,000 
Leprcsnries in Europe, of which 2,000 
in the reign of Louis Vlll (.v.u. 1223) 
were in France. It is maintained by 
one able writer, IMons. Labourt, and 
he discusses the subject with much 
learning, that as the Celts and others 
raised temples to Lejn'o.sy the old Le- 
proserics, and jMahulreries of Europe 
were built on tho very spots once oc- 
cupietl by certain saci'ed stones called 
"Eans of Esculapius" and "Fans of 
Mercuiy." A Fan, I may observe, 
consisted of two largi; stones standing 
upright covered by a Hat stone, tlie 
flat stout! forming a ro(jf for the little 
grotto, and also a hearth for tho .sacred 
lii e kept up in honor of that element, 
whicli was deemed the source of all life, 
and therefore of ail health. The.st^ 
stone grottos are found in all [larts of 
Ruiope ami througlloil t llii; Ea>tr; also 
in Egypt. .•Vristoiihanes mentions them 
as used in Greece in his time, and Plautus 
tells of them in Italy. They are also 
still to be seen in India, China and 
Tartary. 

Now it is Just ])0ssibl(* that sacred 
stones or Fans may exist on tla^ conti- 
nent of .Anutrica and some in British 
ColunA)ia. Tlie Ivo\-. J. B. (iood has 
directed my attention to one near 
Cook's Ferry. I sliall he truly obliged 
if any friends will kindly give me in- 
formation on this ])oint. >Sliould Fans 
be discovered on this continent they 
would greatly liel^) in tracing (nit the 
original iiabitat of the red man.

Wo cannot pas- 
sively accept a defiant alliance between 
Russia and Afglianistan hostile to the 
Indian Government, If this were per- 
mitted, we should be forced to double 
our English army merely for policy 
purposes. No such important errand 
has been projected since Sir Alexaxdicu 
BunxKs' mission in 1837, which was 
so far unsuccessful that Buunes was 
forced to return, leaving the Muscovite 
envoy in full possession of the Ameer's 
confidence at Cabul, who had triumph- 
antly succeeded in winning for Russia 
a complete diplomatic victory.

known. Ntiminations iii Manitoba -wore 
made on the iOth as in the East. On tho 
18th the result of tho elections East be- 
came known in JLuiitoba, and on tlio 10th 
all theJMarquettecandidatesliavingretirud, 
Sir John \v,\h nominated and olectod by 
acclamation, doubtless Avithout his knowl- 
edge. ., Of course tho returning officer had 
no power to permit such irregularity, for

On Saturday we publislicd an elaborate 
report of a deadly conflict between two 
Portland journalists — A. C. SIcDonald, of 
the 2V2e^ratn, and J; K. Mercer, of the 
Bee, in which the former ree'eivcd a pistol 
wound iwliicli has since resulted in death. 
* # # iijiQ blackguard and bully may 
sting a sensitive man to madness in a way 
in which he has no lawful redress, and de- 
liberately shoot him down like a dog if ho 
oflers unhiwful violence as the only means 
of resenting a deadly insult. That was 
litci-ally tho case under consideration. 
McDonald, the murdered man, was a 
journalist who by unsuccessful vonturo, 
.and not through vicious iudulgeiico.s or 
dishonest practices, was not in a condition 
to meet promptly his pecuniary linbilities 
but wa.s working industriously and man- 
fully to support himself and a worthy 
family dependent upon liiin. A rival 
journal, notorious chiefly for its reckless 
personalities, eniplo3'ed the Boheiuian, 
Morcor, to assassinate the rcputatiim ami 
thus iniiiair tho business of McDonald. 
His pecuniary failure.^, with which tho 
public had no concern, wore luinted up 
and published, and his habits and charac- 
teristics, which were of no concern to any 
but himself, were held ii[) to popular 
odium; and when all this Jailed, his un- 
offending %cij'i'., a ivoman of ivjinement and 
sensibilihj, wa.i made the ohject of ribald 
jed. 2'Jiis was siieli an oiitraije as no de- 
cent Jiushaud or father can fail to rexnt in 
some manner. That IMercer know he was 
oli'ering a deadly insult which no man of 
ordinary spirit coidd fail to reaont, was 
manifested by his arming himsolf for the 
conflict, and using his pistol for a nuirdcr- 
ous purpose before his life '.vas iiii]ierillod. 

Tho law may ac(|uit him of iiuu-der, on 
the plea of "self-defence,'" hut in our viev.- 
from a nuiral stand point, a more coward- 
ly murder was never committed, and every

Owing to alleged luis-nianagomtnt of 
the city prison and Provincial police b.ar- 
racks, and to .alleged irregularities in 
accounts, superintendent Bovidcn and 
gaoler WooUacott were temporarily sus- 
pended yesterday by Attoruoy-General 
^\'alkem pending a general investigation.
